Legislation  nrr:i.HiniKilIy  seems  designed  either 
to  bcnui.nr  the  t.ixpiiyers  or  to  open  up  possi- 
bilities of  recourse  to  the  courts  of  the  land 
so  that  Interpretation  of  what  is  meant  ran  be 
secured.  It  is  an  unwritten  rule  that  only  lawyers 
esn  draw  tip  law  and  few  of  those  so  engaged  oo 
the  task  have  acquired  t-he  pmctire  of  mdng 
stralghtflung  words  and  few,  Tlicre  is  a  gram- 
matlcul  sMbh-'.ii  ih  unimiK  lawyers  to  be  sm  spar- 
ing OS  possible  of  puncLua.tlon  and  to  let  a  sen- 
tence pursue  a  devious  course  before  it  reaches  a 
full  slop.
